"Tis ſuggeſted, That the Duty of (and the only Truft repoſed in) the Apotheraries, is to 
make and compound their Medicines, and ther to carry or ſend them by their re pective Servants 
( as other Tradeſmen do ). ; : 

Anſwer , It were for the Eſc and Intereſt of the Apothecaries to wiſh, that their Attendance 
were never required, and that the Neceſlity of the Caſe did never 4iſpex/e with their adminiſtrin 
Phyſick without a Phyſician's Preſcription : But it is ſo Notorious in Fa# as it needs no Proof! 
That did not the Aporhecaries in Charity Give to many both their Arrendance and Phyſick, ſome 
Thouſands wag! periſh, ſeeing their unhappy Incapagry can pay for neither, \ 4 _ 

This is not alledg'd to plead for a Liberty of Prattice, but only to expoſe the evident Falſity of 
the Suggeſtion : And it's preſumed, ſcarce any that oppoſe this Bill would employ that Apothecary who 
ſhould only /end his Serwants, refuſing in Perſon to viſit, whillt he was under a Phyſical Preſcription; 

S*con4ly, Whereas it is ſuggeſted, That moſt of the Offices in the Bill mentioned may be executed

]c is ſuggeſted,” That the Aporhecaries are Ambitions of ſeveral Offices of Honour and Profit , 
in which as muchof their Time is ſpent, as in thoſe they would now be exempted from. 

Anſiver, There are not above E/2ht Apothecaries Common: Council-men ; but Oxe (at preſent ) 
an Aiderman's Deputy ; b»t One in the Lieutenancy ; nor exceed;zg Two in Commiſſion, in the 
Ciry of - Lo:d9n; neſther of which was by them ſought. 

As for their ſpending ſome Timein Eletting Lord-Mayor, &*c. thoſe EleQtions are wery ſeldom, 
and {o but a /zall part of their Time therein ſpent: And being in them a voluntary Aft, it's never 
done to the Negle@t of their Patients, But it is Quite otherwiſe in thoſe Offices, which poſitively re- 
q tire their Perſonal Service, 

Thirdly, *tis Qbjeted, That the Apothecaries have nu the ſame Reaſons for Exemptions as the 
Phyſctians, whoſe Perſonal Attendance 1s required, and they cannot att by Proxy. 

Anſwer, Tis confeſs*d that Phyſicians muſt Att in Perſon: And it" is as' manifeſt Truth that 
the Apothecaries Doe, and (as before obſerved ) in a thouſand inſtances muſt, or the Patients 
mit periſh. And which of theſe two ſpend molt time oz their Patients ( with humble Submiſſion ) 
moſt de/erve an Exemption. | | 

Se of the Learnea'ft and Eminent'ſt Phyſicians knowing the grounds of this Bill to be true, 
hve indnſtriouſly promoted the Paſſing thereof*, for which the Apothecaries think themſelves in gratitude 
bound to make ther publick acknowleanment. 

Fourth ly, ?Tis atlerted that the Fixes for Offices by AA of Common-Council are forbid to be

Sixth!y, *Tis Objected, That the preſent Exemptions from Offices are already z00 many, and 
that /uch Immunities tend to thegreat Oppreſſion of the Subject, eſpecially the poorer /ort 

. £4ſircr, There are por above Three Hundred thirty ſeven Aporhecaries within the Bills 
of Mortality ; and moarft peaking, there are One Hundred thirty three thouſand houſes ; {5 
that rivets DUES Apothecary to FIUr HUndred Families, and above Two thouſand perſons 
ro 20A pothecary within thoſe Limits. 

Now admitting thar the Apothecaries Abuſed Fines for Offices, Communibus Annis, come to 
Dne BURdred Wounds ye Ax», ( which is the mott they would amount to-) the Forgiving thole 
MPilſipent Fins would not be One Farthing Yearlp Charge to each of the above-Number of 
Houles: For 133 7houſazd Farthings com to 138 /.
